that HUNT was arrested by the Woodlawn Police in the neighborhood 
of 1537 East 67th Street on April 26, 1954. When the police 
admitted in court they had nothing on him, he was released 
by the court. Ile is reported to have stated that Chicago's 
gambling is in a depression and that there "isn't thirty . 

cents to be made in this town today." He stated that some 

saloon keepers are taking horse bets but are making only 

enough to get along. 


When asked concerning reports that TONY ACCARDO 
was planning to retire in South America, HUNT said "He just 
wants to go fishing. He loves to fish." HUNT refused 
to reveal his residence.

1958, = man called Euntcr and identified himself as "san Hun 
of the Capone mob, from Chicago - out here checking on and 
ortanizine the books." The objcet of the call vas to arouse 
public opinion around Los Angeles and elsevhere in the intercsts 
of legalized bookmaking and all forns of gambling.

Dear Sir: 


This morning I was listening to Berxfiunter's "night Owl! 
program, radio station KFI, Los Angeles, California. On this 
program, people make 'phone calls to Hunter, and he broadcasts 
the conversations betwween the caller and himself over KFI, This 
program has become very popular all over the country from the 
Mississippi valley westward, in Canada, Alaska, Oceania, evenin 
Australia and New Zealand. 

About 1:45 A.M. (M.S.T.) a most astounding thing occured. A 
man called Hunter and proudly announced that he was "Sam Hunt of 
the Capone mob, from Chicago- out here checking on and organizing 
the books". The object of the call was to arouse public opinion 
around L.A. and elsewhere, in the interests of legalizing "book~ 
making" and all forms of gambling, so that "everything could 
come out in the open and everybody(meaning the various branches 
of government) would get their "cut" and everything could be con= 
ducted on the 'up-an-up! so everybody could be honest about it". 
The Part that seemed to irk Mr. Hunt (?) most is that betting ax 
race tracks is legal, while the honorable bookies have to sli, 
around in the catacombs. It yusidibént right, according to 2d 
Hunt. But everything would be hunky-dory if it was'nt for the 
"church people". This pestiferous, small and relatively unmoney-

3. That the Capone mob wants no part of the ‘dope! racket. 
Tt "stinks" according to Mr. Hunt. (They are interested only in 
legitimate clean rackets, say's Hunt. It isnt likely that such a 
lucrative business as dope would interest .xmkexesk these 
sterling characters)

4. That ALL bookmaking in the U.S. is controlled by the 
Capone "mafia" mob. That the Capone organization gets it's 
"cut" from every bookmaker in the nation. Said Mr. Hunt, "they 
cant operate without us. We have the money. You cant make-book 
without a lot of cash and they (the bookies) can!t get it 
anywhere else", 

5. That there are, quoting from Mr. Hunt,-"a little more 
than 700 'bookies't in L.A. alone, not counting those operating 
in towns around L.A.'— "We know all of them", said Mr. Hunt. 


Hunt(?) said he has been in L.A. for three days and probably 
will remain another week before returning to Cicago. 


This is the first time I have ever heard a hoodlum come 
out in the open and brazenly boast of his membership in a nation- 
wide law-defying gang. Since they operate interstate it seems 
that such an astonishing occurrence should interest you and your 
Department a lot. So I am sending this along for whatever it is 
worth, just in case that none of your people heard it. Having 
met some of your men and knowing how loudmouthed and indiscreet 
some of them can be, I am not signing my name to this letter.
